who had gathered in court to hear the 
story of Josephine Terranova’s life of 
abuse and degradation and slavery from 
her own lips were disappointed, for the 
girl was not called to the stand. Her 
story will be told later-—-today possibly. 

But the railbirds found some consola- 
tion in the evidence given by the girl's 
husband. He testified in English, and 
told of the marriage, of his suspicions 
of his wife roused by the brutal uncle, 
and of her confession. ‘ 

“She knelt in front of me and with 
hands crossed on her breast told me 
all; told me of the outrageous mistreat- 
ment she had suffered from her uncle. 
She begged me to forgive her. I said: 
‘You are no wife of mine,’ and she fell 
on the floor in a faint as I fled,”’ 

Then he told in detail, as he had be- 
fore the Coroner's jury, the confession 
It was almost unspeak- 
able and entirely unprintable, but the 
buzzards, male and female, outside the 
rail, leaned forward and cupped their 
hands behind their ears, lest they miss 
a word of it. 

The girl did not take her eyes from 
her husband’s face while he was on the 
stand. Though he had cast her off, he 
has forgiven her, and promises to take 
her back. Anyway, the only days of 
happiness she has ever known were 
with him, and love for him showed in 
her every glance and gesture. 

He is a little dark Italian, with an in- 
telligent face, broad, determined jaws 
and black eyes which looked straight 
ahead. Attorney Palmeiri spoke to him 
nd he replied in English. He Is 25 years 
old, a plasterer and has been in this 
country five years. As he testified, the 
prisoner watchéd him steadily with her 
cheeks burning red. She leaned for- 
ward, resting her chin upon her hands. 
In answer to Palmieri’s questions he 
said: 

‘“T first saw Josephine five years ago. 


My cousin took me to the Riggio’s 
house. I saw her then, but I did not 
speak to her, because she kept far 
away. Then I saw her no more for two 
ears. Then ‘ast year I saw her again 

he was with her aunt. I tell her I 
want to court Josephine—I want to 
marry her. I like her fine then. The 
uncle came in. He says he will not give 
Josephine to me. 

“T say many times I want Josephine. 
I say I give her good home. that I 
make good pay. Then the uncle say if 
I marry Josersiine he will give her no 
dress, no money, no nothing. I say 
again, ‘I want Jehephine,’ so he say, 
‘Take her.’ 

“Then I sent my sister to make dress 
for Josephine. We hold a feast on the 
night of Dec. 24 and fix the day for the 


marriage.’ 
Never Saw Her Alone. 


Q. Had you ever until that time saw 
Josephine alone? A. No, they never let 
me see her alone. The aunt tell me on 
Christmas eve that I should take her 
quick to the City Hall for the civil 
ceremony. 

. Did you ask for Josephine's moth- 
er? A. Yes, many times I told the aunt 
I want the mother to be at the wed- 
ding, but the aunt say Josephine has no 
mother, that her mother is stupid, and 
hat they would not let the mother 
come to the wedding. So we to the 
City Hall, just me and Josephine and 
her aunt. 

This contradicts the evidence of Jo- 
sephine’s aunt, Mrs. De Angelo. but 
confirms that of the girl's mother, al- 
ready given. 

Q. After the civil ceremony what took 
place? A. The aunt and uncle took the 

rl back home. They say we must not 

ve together until the church ceremony. 
On Jan. 24 we go to the church. Joseph- 
ine’s mother was not there, but when 
we went to Riggio’s house for the feast 
and the dancing that night. the mother 
was there. Then I took Josephine to my 
home In Brooklyn, I had fit up four 
rooms very, very nice and fine there.

One Lands at Peekskill, Other 
- at Ardsley-on-the 
Hudson,

_ Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 22.—Two balloons 
that started from this city yesterday 
afternoon made the first night trips 
in the air since the Aero Club's balloon- 
ing craze began. In the basket of one 
were Dr. Jullan P. Thomas, the ama- 
teur, and Charles Levee, the profession- 
al aeronaut. In the car of the second 
balloon were Otto Hoendler of.Hoboken 
and Stephen J. Chalmers of this city. 

The first balloon to get away was the 
Nirvana, that of Dr. Thomas. It is the 
biggest balloon in the country, and this 
was its maiden’ voyage. Its envelope 
has a capacity of 68,000 cubic feet. 

Without mishap it rose. A southwest 
wind carried it toward the Hudson at 
first, then a higher current bore it to- 
ward the sound, and so the veering 
stream of alr played with the big sphere 
for hours until a. landing was made on 
the outskirts of Peekskill. 

That was about 9 o'clock. At mid- 
night the Haendler balloon landed at 
Ardsley-on-the-Hudson. It began its 
flight at 6:30, about two hours after Dr. 
Thomas and Mr. Levee. The start was 
a good one, barring a glancing blow the 
bag received from a smokestack. 

Haendler’s ascension was a surprise to 
the other aeronauts. They did not know 
that any balloon was to follow them 
into the air until about 10 minutes be- 
fore the Nirvana was let loose. Haend- 
ler had planned to make his ascension in 
the company of Mrs. Mary Fuchs of 
Hoboken. At the last moment Mrs. 
Fuchs was induced to withdraw in favor 
of Mr. Chalmers, the consideration being 
$25. This amount, it was agreed, should 
be peid to Haendler, provided his bal- 
loon, which is called Eros, stayed up six 
hours. 


Crossed River Six Times, 


“Tt was a delightful experience,” said 
Dr. Thomas, ‘“‘despite the fact that it 
was a very wet one. The.sky was clear, 
but it rained on us all the time. The 
rain came from the bag of the balloon. 


The gas was full of water. We took 
with us about 100 pounds of water, and 
throughout the flight it dripped on us 
steadily. We crossed and recrossed the 
Hudson River half a dozen times. We 
passed over the Palisades once at the 
point where Leo Stevens struck and 
wrecked his balloon last week. 

“As we approached Yonkers, sailing 
over the river, several yachts followed 
us, their owners fearing that we were 
going to fall. We threw out a lot of bal- 
last in Yonkers, and I am afraid nearly 
blinded some persons. 

“We landed on the farm of Wilfred 
Groft, just out of Peekskill. Our guide 
rope was hanging, and Mr. Groft, in 
trying to catch it when we called to 
him, got tangled in it and was carried 
along several yards.” : 

A crowd of 1500 persons saw the bal- 
loons depart from the gas works yards. 
Leo Stevens managed the inflating and 
the other preliminaries. 

About 10 minutes before the Nirvana 
started Dr. Thomas reached into the 
basket and drew out a bottle of cham- 

. One of the gashouse men opened 
it and sent the wine spurting all about. 

SCnough wag saved, however, to fill a 
dozen cordial glasses, and while the 
holders of these raised them above their 
heads a woman with a green parasol 
appeared on the scene. 

She was Mrs. Willard Irving Twomb- 
ley, a friend of Dr. and Mrs. Thomas. 
One of the tiny glasses with its spark- 
ling contents was handed to her, and in 
the manner of one prepared for her part 
she said dramatically: “With this I 
christen thee Nirvana.’’ 

As she spoke she dashed the wine 
against the big wicket car of the bal- 
loon. At least she intended to do so. But 
only a little of the liquid touched the 
basket; the rest fell on the shiny boots 
of ex-Coroner O'Gorman. Everybody 
who had a glass drank to the success of 
Nirvana.

PANAMA TO BEHAVE 


Sends 600 Marines as Gentle 
Warning Against Election 
Rioting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May  22.—American 
marines will be used in the Republic of 
Panama to protect the Government and 
to maintain peace during the national 
elections, which will be held early in 
June. There has been much mystery 
regarding the movement of the cruiser 
Columbia, which sailed from the League 
Island Navy Yard at Philadelphia under 
sealed orders, with 600 marines aboard, 
but it developed today that these ma- 
rines will be sent to Panama. They will 
be landed at the naval base at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, and if the threatened trou- 
ble occurs in Panama the marines will 
be hurried forward to maintain peace 
there. 

The cruiser Marblehead, which is now 
on its way to Honduras from San Fran- 
cisco, has on board about 200 marines, 
and these will be landed at Panama if it 
is decided that their services are need- 
ed. Under the treaty the United States 
negotiated with Panama, granting this 
country the right of way for the Pan- 
ama Canal, it was guaranteed that the 
American Government should protect 
the Government of Panama from ex- 
ternal interference, but it does not pro- 
vide that the American Government 
shall interfere in the event of a domestic 
election brawl. 

It is feared that the elections will be 
accompanied by revolutionary disturb- 
ances. Gov. Magoon, the American Min- 
ister at Panama, has been questioned 
by one of the malcontents of the Repub- 
lic of Panama as to the attitude of 
the American Government. When in- 
formed that the United States would 
maintain peace the discontented political 
leaders threatened to cause an uprising 
against the Amador administration. 
These threats have led Secretaries Root 
and Taft to serve notice on the malcon- 
tents that no rioting will be permitted 
anywhere near the canal zone or at any 
Place where the peace of the zone may 
be threatened. 

In order to impress the revolutionists 
that this Government is in earnest, it 
was decided to have a sufficient force on 
the Isthmus to preserve peace. 


DRAINING POOL AGAIN, 


Madison Authorities Believe 
Headless Body Is Ray’s. 


Under orders from Mayor Garesche 
and Chief of Police McCambridge, ne- 
Sroes Tuesday began draining the 
pool in Madison in which the lime- 
burned body of a man was found a 
week ago. The officials believe a 
missing hand and some papers may be 
found to establish the identity of the 
headless body. 

The wife of Rufus Ray has almost 
positively identified some of the cloth- 
ing as that worn by her husband. The 
recullarly worn shoes, she says, she 
recognizes as her husband's. 

Ray, when last seen, wore a blue 
shirt made of shirt gingham, a cap 
and woolen sweater, dark clothes and 
black shoes. No sweater was found 
on the man. The shirt was different. 
A derby hat, instead of a cap, was 
found. A celluloid collar, which Ray 
never wore, also was found. 

“You can’t tell what all is in there.” 
said the Mayor to a Post-Dispatch re. 
orter Tuesday. “The collar may 
ave belonged to someone else. We 
have no one under arrest and no one 
under suspicion. We are investigat- 
ing all we can, but have been unable 
to turn up anything that incriminates 
anyone. We are working on the the- 
ory that the body is Ray's. When we 
find the missing hand. we'will know 
better whether the body ts his. Ray’s 
wrist was broken and the fracture 
will show in the bones when they are 
found.” 











Private Detective Dies, 


The body of W. F. McManigle. the pri- 
vate detective who died at the City Hos- 
pital from self-inflicted bullet wounds in 
the abdomen, was claimed Tuesday by 
his widow, living at 1411 Washington 
avenue. McManigle shot himself Satur- 
day night after rushing from the pres- 
ence of his wife, crying that he would 
“end it all.”

HUNGARY'S RULER 
OPENS PARLIAMENT | 


Francis Joseph Pleads for In- 
crease in Armed Force 
of Country. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, May 22.—The 
Hugarian Parliament was formally 
opened at the Royal Castle today by the 
Emperor-King, Francig Joseph, who, in 
a speech from~the throne, bid the depu- 
ties a hearty welcome and expressed his 


keen thankfulness that the misunder- 
standings had passed away. 

“It is painful to our paternal heart,’’ 
he said, “‘to look back on the events of 
the recent past which disturbed the or- 
derly course of constitutional] life. We 
are thankful to Divine Providence that 
following the desire freely expressed the 
disastrous misunderstandings have van- 
ished and it is our earnestly cherished 
wish that the constitutional co-opera- 
tion of all the legislative factors may 
remain undisturbed in the future.”’ 

After enumerating the measures which 
are to be presented for the consideration 
of the new Parliament, the speech de- 
cleared that although close relations ex- 
ist with the country’s allies, aiming at 
the maintenance of peace, and in spite 
of friendly ties with other friendly pow- 
ers which afford a guarantee of peace, 
provision must be made for the defense 
of the country, and therefore an ex- 
traordinary contingent of recruits must 
be supplied and equipped. 

The speech also announced that after 
the question of electoral reforms has 
been settled. a new Parliament will 
be summoned.

NEW YORK, May 22.—John D. Rocke- 
feller said he felt “like a sponge’ last 
summer; this summer he feels ‘“‘Hke a 

rich mar.” 

‘I feel like a rich man,’ he said, while 
talking to a friend at Tarrytown one 
day last week. “I never felt better in 
my life. My digestion does not trouble 
me and I can travel about. my place 
here with comfort and pleasure.’’ 

Anybody who has had _ indigestion 
scarcely can appreciate why Mr. Rocke- 
feller, the wealthiest private citizen in 
the world, has felt “like a sponge.”’ He 
certainly looks well now. His color is 
good, his step is springy and his spirits 
are as high as if Theodore Roosevelt 
and Commissioner Garfield never ex- 
isted. He pays brief visits to his great 
estate on. Pocantico Hills, where he is 
personally superintending the construc- 
tion of his new $500,000 mansion. 

Mr. Rockefeller has neglected even 
golf and has left his toupee uncurled, so 
happily engrossed has he been in plann- 
ing every detail of his superb new home. 
The chateau will rear itself on Kyknit, 
the highest point on the Rockefeller 
estate. The wo of excavating for the 
foundations began in earnest yesterday. 

The bullding will be in the colonial 
style of rough stone, which is quar- 
ried on the estate. It will be about 
130 feet long and 80 feet wide, and 
being built on sloping ground, will be 
‘six stories high on the north and 
three stories on the south. It will be 
absolutely fire-proof. 

The chateau will be so laid out that 
on it the®sun will shine from the time 
it rises until it sets. This idea is Mr. 
Rockefeller’s—not the idea of making 
the sun shine, of course. He is very 
fond of sun baths and so, in planning 
the house, he did all he could to make 
the sun stand still. An inclosed ve- 
randa will surround the chateau and 
on the veranda Mr. Rockefeller will 
sit, basking in the sun, while he re- 
fiects on the altruism and _  »philan- 
throphy of the Standard Oil Co. 

On the sixth story will be an obser- 
vatory offering a splendid view of 
mountains, vales, woods and’ flelds. It 
is doubtful if a supena server can 
approach unobserved within miles of 
the observatory. There is also being 
constructed on the estate a fine reser- 
voir and artificial lake, which will be 
stocked with fish.

Writer. 





DISMISSES DETECTIVES 





Was Told to Leave $5000 in 
Lot on Etzel Avenue as 
Loan. 





Although the detectives have fin- 
ished their work and made their re- 
port, former Gov. Francis has not al- 
together given up hope that he will 
catch the man, whether he be ‘‘des- 
perado, crank or practical joker,” who 
wrote him an anonymous letter last 
week demanding a 30-days’ loan of 
$5000, adding that if the money was 
not forthcoming the writer would kill 
Mr. Francis and then himself. 

When it was suggested to Mr. Fran- 
cis Tuesday that publication of the 
letter in facsimile would enable the 
public, by studying the handwriting, 
to aid in capturing the writer, he 
said: 

“That’s true, and I'l like to find the 
writer, but I'm averse to giving the 
letter further publicity. Why 
shouldn’t I work along quietly and 
perhaps find out something?” 

As told in late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch Monday the four detectives 
assigned to find the letter-writer, told 
in their final report how Gov. Fran- 
cis, Watched by two of them, fol- 
lowed the directions given in the let- 
ter, walking from his home at New- 
stead and Maryland avenues at the 
hour designated, 8 p. m. Thursday, 
then along Boyle to Olive, west to 
Newstead and north to the Suburban 
tracks, where he boarded a car an@ 
rode two blocks toward the vacant 
lot where he was told to scatter $5000 
in bills of large denominations. 

After he left the car returning home 
the detectives, who had seen nothing 
to arouse their suspicion, went on to 
the vacant lot, at Etzel avenue and 
Sixty-fifth street.

“stall.” There one detective walked 
slowly across the lot while the oth- 
ers and the woman kept watch, but 
nobody appeared who looked aa if he 
was looking for a loan of $5000.

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CONFESSES MURDER, 
PLEADS NOT GUILT 


Ohio Farmer's Son Kept Sweet- 
heart Prisoner Until He 
Shot Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AKRON, O., May 22.—When Leo Dei- 
bel, son of a.rich farmer, and the con- 
fessed murderer of Minnie Berndt, a 


poor man’s child, was arraigned on a 
charge of murder in the first degree, he 
pleaded not guilty. 

The first visitor to Deibel in his cell 
was his mother, Mrs. Louise Diebel, 
whose husband two years ago commit- 
ted suicide at the same place the young 
girl was murdered. As she left the cell 
Mrs. Diebel went into hysterics and 
shrieked: 

“Oh, if I had only allowed him to mar- 
ry the girl. It is too late now. If I 
had not objected to his marriage all 
would have been well today, and my boy 
would have been a free man.’’ 

Today Diebel made a confession as 
follows: 

‘It was Sunday evening, Jan. 28 last, 
when I called at the Berndt home and 
askeq Minnie to come with me. She pre- 
ared for the trip and we drove from 
Jametown to Barberton. After being 
in Barberton a short time we drove to 
my home, two miles southeast of John- 
son’s Corners. When we got there I 
unhitched my horse, put the buggy in 
the shed and took Minnie to the hay- 
mow. 

‘T took several horse blankets and 
my dead father’s ulster, which was 
hanging in the barn, and then ar- 
ranged a bed on the hay in one corner 
of the mow. I fixed a red handker- 
chief with some binding twine for a 





‘pillow. The next morning I went to 


see Minnie, and as I was hauling some 
logs to Johnson’s Corners, I brought 
some ‘food from that place for her. 
My mother did not know that Minnie 
was in the barn. I kept her there, 
and every time I got a chance I went 
up and visited her. 

“The following Wednesday I waited 
until late that evening, and, going to 
the barn, I picked up my rifle, which 
I kept there to. shoot sparrows with. 
I went to the haymow and Minnie was 
sound asleep in the bed that I had ar- 
ranged for her. The rays from the 
moon shone through the cracks tn the 
roof and her face was turned toward 
the roof of the barn. I climbed up 
into the rafters about two feet above 
her and 10 feet away. I took deliber- 
ate aim at her head and fired. The 
bullet entered the left side of the 

ead. I did not wait to see if she 
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struggled, but jumped from my posi- 
tion and went into the house and 
went to bed. 

“The next morning I went to where 
the body lay and covered her uP and 
made the spot more secluded. had 
intended burying the body some 
night, but every time I made up my 
mind to do it my nerve failed me, for 
I dearly loved the girl and could not 
touch the dead body. 

“This is a true statement of just 
how Minnie met her death.”

Animal Tearing. 

This is a pleasant game for an even- 
ing entertainment, and is likely to give 
as much amusement to grown people as 
tu boys and girls. 

Get a package of the colored paper 
z ueed in kindergarden work, already cut 
| into squares, or oblong in shape. On the 


white back of each colored slip write a 
number. heginning with one, and next 
f> 1t the name of some animal, bird or 
fish. 

When all have been so marked, make 
a list of the numbers in order, and write 
next to each number the name of the 
‘creature corresponding to that number 
on the colored papers. The list must be 

kept by the hostess, or the leader of 
_*he game, and no one else must be al- 
l-vwed to see it. 

When the guests, or players, are seat- 
ed, the colored slips are placed on a 
tray or In a basket, and handed around 
for each guest to select one. Then the 
hostess tells them that on the back of 
each paper is the name of an animal, 
which they must “tear” out of the 
Square, nor must one tell another what 
his animal fs supposed to represent. 

When all have finished the hostess 
collects the animals, asking first of 
each one, as she takes his or her paper, 
the number on the back, and next to 
that number on her list she writes the 
name of the holder of that number. 

The “‘animals’’ are then placed on a 
table for examination, and every one is 
invited to visit the rare zoological col- 
lection. Each person is supplied with 
pencil and paper, and is asked to guess 
the name of each animal, and must then 
write its number next to that number 
on his list. 

The lists are then passed to the right, 
and the hostess reads from her correct 
list the names of the animals, and each 
guest marks the paper he or she holds.

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SOCIALISM IN AMERICA 


What It Means. 
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Beneficent and Objectionable Socialism. 


“Socialism” is an indefinite term. It 
means one thing to the “scientific’’ So- 
cialist, other things to “‘Utopian’’ So- 
cialists, and nothing [In particular to 
persons who use it as an opprobrious 
epithet. In its most general use with 
reference to American institutions it is 
probably largely epitnetical. Let it has 
recently come to be in a nebulous way 
somewhat descriptive, indicating the 
tendency to municipal, State or national 
ownership of certain kinds of service. 
In this use of the term there ts for the 
most part an unfortunate disinclination 
to distinguish essential differences. All 
kinds of public ownership are carelessly 
classed as Socialistic. This does not 
seem to me to be in the line of clear 
thinking. 

There are two kinds of service tn 
every community. One kind !s !fn {ts es- 
sential character public, while the other 
kind is in its essential character private. 
Examples of public service are tax-levy- 
ing, legal administration, fire protection 


Ownership and operation of these func- 
tions Socialistic? If they are, then So- 
clalism is neither new nor dangerous. 
Examples of private ownership are 
storekeeping, manufacturing, and so on. 
Would public ownership and operation 
of these functions be Socialistic? If they 
would be, then we must have another 
term for the others, to avoid confusion 


of thought.
